Washington, Jan. 22.—Revela- 


tions that Mexican bandit 1 cutlers 
had, in convention assembled, de- 
creed death to Americans in Mex- 
ico as well as armed opposition to 
tbe de i'aeto government, A\as the 
outstanding feature in the Mex- 
ican situation here today. 


It became known that the agree- 


ment was reached at a formal con 
vention held near Cordoba. Mex- 
ico, in November, according to in- 
formation which came to the state 
department at that time. Partici- 
pants in the agreement are said to 
have included representatives of 


Villa, Zapata, Avgumedo, Higinio 
Aguilar and others. 


The murder of American min- 


ing men by Mexican bandits at 
Santa Ysabel recently, is believed 
to have been carried out. according 
to the Cordoba agreement.

Protect Neutrality of Island* Ma«U 
With Disapproval—F««r That Eura> 
paan Nation* Would Intorfara. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. Jnu. 22-[Special.]— 


The stumbling block to Philippine in- 
dependence la the altruistic idea which 
prevails BO largely auioug certain 
statesmen that we are under obliga- 
tions to extend friendly aid to tho»e 
people, to look after their interests 
aod to obligate ourselves to maintain 
their independence. 


This idea has taken the form of a 


proposal for a Joint agreement Trlth 
all tbe other powers of the world to 
insure the neutrality and independence 
of tbe Islands. Fortunately for this 
country there are enough men In con- 
gress to prevent any such action. They 
will never rote for Philippine Inde- 
pendence with that sort of a string at- 
tached. 
They bare seen the world 


strewn with broken pledge*, and they 
do not propose to have this country 
involved with other nations in main- 
taining neutrality of the peopl* -who 
inhabit the Philippines. 


Cut LOOM Entirely. 


It is the Idea of tbe practical men 


that we should cut loose entirely when 
relations are severed. Tbe great trou- 
ble with the Philippines is that when 
tbe authority of the United States ta 
withdrawn insurrections will follow, 
nnd people of foreign nations with 
lives and property at stake w ill become 
Involved. 


Those nations will not be so squeam- 


ish ns our people and will send ships 
nnd soldiers. The independence and 
neutrality of tbe Islands would be en- 
dangered. If we were under treaty 
obligations to preserve that independ- 
ence and neutrality we would have to 
go 8,000 miles away from home to 
fight for n people that have told us 
tbey did not want our government in 
their islands nnd fight a nation that 
might niaUe us a great deal of trou 
ble 
That is *by there is not going 


to be any independence bill without 
clear cut severance of all relations. 


War Secretary'* Trouble*. 


Secretary Garrison is having trouble 


with his war plans. Men who are 
willing to accept the Josephus Daniels 
navy program balk at the proposition 
put forward by the secretary of war. 
Tbey are willing to vote a larger navy. 
but tbe idea of ,a large increase in the 
regular army, the cication of a Con- 
tinental army nnd the large increase 
of the so called coast artillery does not 
meet with any favor. The prospects 
are that the break in the preparedness 
program will be in regard to army In- 
creases. 


Struck a Popular Chord. 


Discussing a bill In the house, Con 


gressman Volstead of Minnesota ask- 
ed. "Why should not the government 
be willing to he honest? Why should 
It not l>e williug to pay for what Its 
citizens add in value to its property? 
I think the go\ ernment ought to be as 
honest as any citizen." 


This remark met with applause, for 


there are many men in congress who 
contend that the government Is mighty 
dishonest in Us dealing with citizens, 
particularly In tlie matter of claims. 


Why H» WM Abavnt. 


Senator Sherman was commenting 


on the defeat of a river and harbor 
bill by former Senator Burton of Ohio 
and said lie was not In the senate at 
the time. "I wan temporarily absent" 
he said, "engaged myself In « course 
of preparedness for defensive warfare. 
I thought It was more important to the 
people of my state that I should con- 
tinue to represent them than even to 
reepoud to the duties of legislation."
